o f a jockey ; elegance o f seat, perfection o f hand, judg­ 
m ent o f pace, all united, and pow er in his saddle be­ 
yond any man o f his w eight that ever yet sat on one. 
It is scarcely necessary It) add, that he is son o f the late 
celebrated jockey 
o f his nam e, by the daughter o f a 
training groom , consequently w ell bred fur his profes­ 
sion, to which ho is a first rate ornam ent. 
Such a rider 
as Jam es Robinson may slip him, but no man can strug­ 
gle witlt him at the en d , and his etlbrt. in hia aaUUle, 
during the last few strides o f his Itorse, are quite without 
exam ple. 
T here are, how ever, peculiarities in his rid­ 
ing. 
Excellent judge as he is o f w hat his ow n liorse 
and others are doing in n rnco, and in a crow ded one 
too, he is averse to m aking running, som etim es even to 
.a fault. 
Let whatever number o f horses start, Chifney 
is alm ost certain to be am ongst the last until towards 
the end o f the race, when he creeps up to his brother 
jockeys in a manner peculiarly his ow n . 
But it is in 
the rush he m akes at the finish th.it he is so pre-em inent, 
exhibiling, as w e said before, pow ers une.xaujpled by 
any one. 
H is riding bis ow n horse, Z ingance, fur the 
Claret stakes (C raven lueetiug, 1 8 2 9 ), w as a fine speci- 
inen o f his sty le, w hen contendí»" against Buckle and 
Janies R obinson, and w inning, to the astonishm ent of 
the field. 
In height, he is about five feet seven inches, 
rather tall for a jock ey, and not .4 good waster. 
In 
fact, he is subject to much punishment to get to the D er­ 
by weight. 
8aniuel does not tide often , but w henever 
he does, his horse rises in the m arket, as w as the case 
with his lather Before him at ono period o f his life. 
isom e anecdotes are related o f C hifney, confirming 
his great coolness m a race, and, am ong others, the fol­ 
lowing :— O bserving a young jockey (a son o f the cele­ 
brated Clift) m aking very much loo fri« with his horse, 
he addri ssed him thus— “ W here are you goiug, boy, 
stay witli m e, and y o u ’ll he second.” 
T h e boy drew 
back his horse, and a fine race ensued ; but w hen it 
cam e to a struggle, w e need not say w ho won it. 
C hif­ 
n ey ’s method o f finishing his race is the general them e 
o f admiration on the 
turf. 
“ S u p p o se,” says h e, “ a 
man had been c.irrying a stone, 
too heavy to be plea­ 
sant, in yne hand, would he not find m uch ease in shift­ 
ing it into the other ? 
T h u s, after u jock ey has been 
riding over his liorse’.s fore legs for a couple o f 
iriiles, 
inu.sl :t not be a great relief to him w hen he sits back 
in hir saddle, and, as it w ere, divides flie weight m ore 
eijually ? 
But caution is required,” he adds, “ to pre­ 
serve a due equilibrium , so as not to disturb the action 
o f a tired horse.” 
W'ithout doubt, this cehlerated per- | 
former imbibed many excellent lessons Irom his fa th er,! 
hut he is considered to be the m ost pow erful jockey o f j 
the two.

o f being in the stables o f Mr R obson, the ch ief o f the 
Newm arket trainers, and riding many o f the trials o f lus 
extensive and prosperous studs.

Buch a rider as Rohinson is considered us equal to the 
allow ance o f three pounds weight to his hor.se, w e cun * 
account for his having been em ployed by the first .s[>orts- 
nien o f the day. 
It is supposed that ho has ridden the 
'liVniners o f m ore great races than any jock ey o f his time. 
In 1822, he w on the D erby and the S t Leger, receiv-, 
iiig one thousand pounds irom a Scotch gentlem an, (a^ 
great winner) as reward for the latter ; and in the fol­ 
low ing year he w ent a step beyond this. 
H e w on iho 
D ak s, and \va.s married, all in the sam e v'^eek ; 
lulfilling, as som e asserted a prediction— according to 
other aullioriiies, a bet. 
W'e may also notice his kind­ 
ness towards his fam ily, w hich w e have reason to be- | 
lievo IS m ost creditable to him.

A pai ty-journnl is independent o f all par­ 


ties, except that whoso interest it is pledged to support. 


It will fearlessly attuck all tho prejudices and abuses of 
»'very other party. 
In its columns you may find a bold 
investigation o f tho measures and doctrines o f ull other 
sects and parties, and an equally bold d efeucoof its own 


measuroe and doctrines. 
A neutral journal, on the 


other band, is dependent upon the favor o f all sects and 


parties. 
It neither boldly defends nor altucks any mea­

it is no better than a blank page in 


u volume.
